TOKYO (A P ) — An llth-hour 
leftist demonstration to stave off 
activation of the U.S.-Japan secu­ 
rity pact lost steam tonight as a 
mob of 40,000 began wearily dis­ 
persing.

shouted “ Down with Kishi” and 
“ Dissolve 
Parliament” 
as 
they 
circled

and thundered past the Foreign 
Ministry ond Tokyo police head 
quarti*rs after a morning »>f short 
strikes. But a predicted turnout of 
100.000 failed to materialize, and 
by nightfall the demonstration ap­ 
parently had fizzh-d.
